NEW YORK, March 23 (AP).— 
An explosion of cyclopropane gas, 
an anesthetic, caused the death of 
Frank Rudersdorf, 21 years old, at 
Roosevelt Hospital yesterday. No 
one else was hurt. 


The medical examiner’s office 
ordered an investigation of the ex- 
plosion, which hospital officers said 
was caused by static electricity. 

The explosion occurred in an op- 
erating room shortly after Ruders- 
dorf had undergone a_ tumor-re- 
moval operation. His wife told 
reporters that, after she was sum- 
moned to his bedside by a collect 
telegram at 1 p. m., she was in- 
formed he had been injured by an 
oxygen tank’s falling on an open 
incision in his chest. “His head 
appeared twice its normal size,” she 
said, “and his throat appeared to be 
swollen.”

Dixie Davis Gets One Year. 


Davis and “Big Harry” Schoen- 
haus, payoff man, named as fellow 
conspirators of Hines, were sen- 
tenced yesterday. 

Davis was given one year, and 
Schoenhaus a suspended sentence 
with two years’ probation. The tes- 
timony of these two men was large- 
ly responsible for Hines’ conviction. 

Dewey appealed for “extreme 
leniency” for Davis, telling Justice 
Ferdinand Pecora, who presided in 
Hines’ miscarried first trial last 
summer, of the services to the pro- 
secution of the little former Shultz 
“mouthpiece.” He implied, but did 
not directly make, a request for a 
flat suspended sentence. 

Pecora, agreeing that Davis had 
been of service to the prosecution, 
nevertheless observed that, while 
Schoenhaus seemed simply to have 
drifted into associaton with Schultz, 
Davis “went in as a matter of de- 
liberate judgment.” 

Judge Assails Davis. 

“Davis,” he said sternly, peering 
down from the bench, “you did not 
drift into that racket.” 

He added that the District Attor- 
ney’s office itself once had charac- 
terized Davis as the hereditary 
“chairman of the board” of the 
syndicate after the assassination of 
Dutch Schultz himself. 

“No bargain,” he pursued, “was 
made by the District Attorney in 
your case. You took your own 
chances. The principal reason you 
became an ally of the State was to 
serve your own selfish interests. 
...1do not think the interest of 
justice can be completely served by 
following the recommendation of 
the District Attorney in your case.” 

The one-year penalty directed by 
Pecora will mean that Davis will 
actually serve only about. six 
months, since he will be credited for 
the half-year he already had _re- 
mained in jail.

The German Reichschancellor 
and the President of the Repub- 
lic of Lithuania decided to regu- 
late the reunion of the Memel 
territory with the Reich through 
treaty, in order to clarify there- 
with pending questions between 
Germany and Lithuania and 
thus open the way for a friend- 
ly formation of relations between 
the two lands. 

For this purpose the German 
Reichschancellor named as plen- 
ipotentiary the Reich Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, Herr Joa- 
chim von Ribbentrop; and the 
President of the Republic of 
Lithuania, Foreign Minister Herr 
Juozas Urbsys, and the Minister 
in Berlin, Herr Kazys Skirpa. 

After an exchange of their 
powers of attorney, which were 
found in good and proper form, 
they agreed on the following 
provisions: 

Article 1. The Memel terri- 
tory, cut off from Germany by 
the Treaty of Versailles, is re- 
united with the German Reich 
effective today. 

Article 2. The Memel terri- 
tory is to be evacuated immedi- 
ately by Lithuanian military and 
police forces. The Lithuanian 
Government will take care that 
the territory is left in orderly 
condition through the evacua- 
tion. 

Both sides will name commis- 
sioners so far as it will prove 


n who are able to carry 
out the handing over of admin- 
istration not held in the hands 
of the autonomous authorities 
of the Memel territory. 


Regulation of the rest of the 
questions resulting from the ex- 
change of state sovereignty, 
especially economic and finan- 
cial questions, questions of offi- 
cials as well as of citizenship, 
are reserved for special agree- 
ment. 

Article 3. In order to make 
allowance for her economic needs 
a Lithuanian free port zone will 
be established for Lithuania in 
Memel. Details will be express- 
ly regulated in accordance with 
directions of an inclosure at- 
tached to this agreement, 

Article 4. In order to strength- 
en their decision and to safe- 
guard the friendly development 
of relations between Germany 
and Lithuania, both sides as- 
sume the obligation neither to 
proceed against one another by 
force nor to support an attack 
from a third side against one of * 
the two sides. 

Article 5. This agreement be- 
comes effective upon signature. 
In witness whereof the pleni- 
potentiaries of both sides sign 
this treaty, prepared in the Ger- 
man and in the Lithuanian lan- 
guages.

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TEST PILOT TELLS 
OF FIRE IN $275,000 
PLANE AT 15,000 FT. 


‘Never Would Have Escaped’ 
2000 Feet Lower; Inquiry 
Into Pursuit Ship Crash. 


DAYTON, O., March 23 (AP), — 
Pilot Frank Sinclair disclosed to- 
day fire broke out as he was fly- 
ing at 15,000 feet in a new $275,000 


pursuit ship. Sincalir said he 
fought the flames as the plane 
plummeted 10,000 feet toward 
earth, and then, seeing his efforts 
were futile, bailed out. 

The plane, designed for purchase 
by the U. 8. Air Corps, was demol- 
ished near Wright Field yesterday. 

“If I had been flying 2000 feet 
lower I never would have gotten 
out,” said Sinclair, civilian pilot for 
Seversky Aircraft Co. His main 
gasoline tank empty at 20,000 feet, 
Sinclair turned on an emergency 
supply. Immediately, raw gaso- 
line entered the cabin and fire 
broke out. The pilot was burned 
about the head and arms and was 
suffering from shock. 

An inquiry was launched by the 
Air Corps. Brigadier-Gengal 
George H. Brett, chief of the ma- 
terial division of the field, said 
the corps was “intensely interested” 
in the cause of the crash. One 
theory was a broken fuel line 
caused the blaze.

WASHINGTON, March 23. — The 
prolonged investigation by the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
of political activities and business 
practices of Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri has drawn attention to the 
severe penalty provisions of the 
Holding Company Act, enforcement 
of which is delegated to the SEC. 

Under the act it is a felony for 
a registered holding company or 
any subsidiary of a registered hold- 
ing company to contribute to po- 
litical campaign expenses, and the 
prescribed penalty is a fine of not 
more than $10,000 or imprisonment 
of not more than two years, or both 
fine and imprisonment. 

What the Law. Provides. 

Subsection (h) of Section 12 of 
the act is as follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any reg- 
istered holding company, or any 
subsidiary company thereof, by use 
of the mails or any means or in- 
strumentality of interstate com- 
merce, or otherwise, directly or in- 
directly—(1) to make any contribu- 
tion whatsoever in connection with 
the candidacy, nomination, election 
or appointment of any person for 
or to any office or position in the 
Government of the United States, 
a State, or any political subdivision 
of a State, or any agency, author- 
ity, or instrumentality of any one 
or more of the foregoing; or (2) to 
make any contribution to or in 
support of any political party or 
any committee or agency thereof. 
The term ‘contribution’ as used in 
this subsection includes any gift, 
subscription, loan, advance, or de- 
posit of money or anything of value, 
and includes any contract, agree- 
ment, or promise, whether or not 
legally enforceable, to make a con- 
tribution.”

The order 
was set aside two weeks later by 
the Circuit Court. 

McDonald later won a jury ver- 
dict for $9000 in Circuit Court in 
a civil libel suit based on the pam- 
phiet. ; 

Found of Sound Mind by Jury. 


In 1938, a hearing was held in 
Probate Court on a suit to have 
Nulsen declared of unsound mind 
filed by Orla M. Hill, a lawyer, who 
told reporters he was acting in be- 
half of Nulsen’s father, Albert G. 
Nulsen Sr. of Indianapolis. The 
jury found him capable of manag- 
ing his own affairs. 

Evidence introduced at this hear- 
ing in behalf of the plaintiff in- 
cluded pamphlets alleged to have 
been written by Norman Nulsen, 
attacking two lawyers; a letter said 
to have been sent to President 
Roosevelt asking for a Government 
investigation of persecution by busi- 
ness rivals, and WNulsen’s’ will, 
dated in 1933, requesting an autopsy 
in the event of his accidental death.

His suit charges that the shoe 
company, in which he is a stock- 
holder, used his patented arch sup- 
ports illegally in manufacturing its 
products, A decision is not ex- 
pected for at least a month. 

Rakonick’s appéal is from a de- 
cision by United States District 
Judge Charles B. Davis at St. 
Louis, sustaining the company’s mo- 
tion to dismiss the suit.

CITY RECEIPTS OFF $1,020,000 
EXPENDITURES RISE $247,000 


Figures for 11 Months of Fiscal 
Year Compared With Those of 
Last Corresponding Period. 
Receipts for the city for, the first 

11 months of the current fiscal 

year, ending March 10, were $1,020,- 

675 less than in the corresponding 

period of the preceding fiscal year, 

while expenditures were $247,672 
greater, Comptroller Louis Nolte 
reported today. No recent estimate 
of the deficit at the end of of this 
fiscal year has been made, but of- 
ficials have expected it to be about 
$3,000,000—a new record. There was 

a net deficit of $1,981,835 at the 

start of the year. 

For the first 11 months of the 
current year the city’s receipts were 
$18,373,440 and expenditures $18,- 
42/,836. In comparison, for the 
corresponding period of 1937-38, re- 
ceipts were $19,394,116 and expend- 
itures $18,180,163. 

A falling off in receipts of delin- 
quent taxes, as has been told, is 
the chief cause for the drop in in- 
come. Receipts from this source 
in the first 11 months of the cur- 
rent year were $1,136,377 and in the 
corresponding period last year, $2,- 
465,362. License taxes also have 
decreased. The biggest item of in- 
creased costs was for elections and 
registration of voters, due to the 
fluctuation in election dates.

It is established for the 
equal protection of all, and not for 
the aggrandizement and perpetua- 
tion in power of those who may 
seize control of it. Whenever a

political leaders and ward bogses, 
who require that above everything 
else they produce political results, 
who discharge them if they dc not, 
and who exact from every member 
a political tribute in return for 
their positions on the force, tribute 
which often cuts their salaries in 
half. In these circumstances, is 
it surprising that the Police De- 
partment, in the grasp of politicians 
allied with the underworld, cannot 
function, or that it does not wipe 
out these disgraceful conditions? 
How could it function? How could 
it refrain from political activity? 
How could such a Police D:part- 
ment administer the laws with 
equal justice to all? Any at- 
tempt to co so would result in im- 
mediate discharge from the force. 


“What incentive has it to clean 
up Kansas City, to regulate the 
liquor traffic, to wipe out gambling 
and to make war on the underworld 
of vice—a police department the 
salary of whose iiemass often 
sliced in half to feed the avarice 
of the overlords of politics, a police 
department perennially underpaid? 


“Is it not common knowledge that 
an underpaid police department sel- 


dom enforces the law with equality: 


and almost inevitably yields to the 
temptation of easy money which 
comes from graft and alliances with 
the underworld? Honest police of- 
ficers are too often corrupted in 
this way by this wretched system. 
Common knowledge is the story of 
the underpaid Kansas City police 
officer who deliberately committed 
perjury in the Circuit Court of Jack- 
son County to save the notorious 
Charles Gargottcz, a public enemy 
and denizen of the underworld, from 
the consequences of murder, and 
that he did so because an under- 
world leader having. a voice in the 
control of the Police Department 
had promised him in return for his 
perjury an increase in salary and 
& promotion on the force. Alliances 
with the underworld?

“A Shocking Story.” 

“Common knowledge also is the 
shocking story of a Federal Gov- 
ernment officer, who, having appre- 
hended one of the kidnapers of a 
Kansas City girl in the State of 
Texas, by long distance telephone 
called the director of the Kansas 
City police.

Their implications are unanswer- 
able.

“Yet, in simple justice, it has to 
be conceded that there must be 
many*members of the Police De- 
partment who are honest men. 
There must be many officers whose 
personal desire it is to be allowed 
honestly and fairly to enforce the 
laws. There must be many officers 
who would do so if such a course 
would not result in their discharge, 
if the Police Department and its 
members were answerable to some 
other authority than the arbitrary 
and despotic power of partisan poii- 
tics. You should see to it that 
these policemen are allowed to do 
their duty, and to do it unshackled, 
untrammeled and uncontrolled py 
politicians. 

Calls for Legislation. 

“A great authority on crime has 
recently said that in the enforce- 
ment of the law politics is public 
enemy No. 1. Certainly it is the 
public enemy which in Kansas City 
has reduced the Police Department 
to this unthinkable state of apathy 
and indifference and disgraceful 
servitude. Your plain duty is to 
drive it out. Your plain duty is 
to emancipate the Police Depart- 


les from it, to free it from political 
slavery. Your plain duty is to leg- 


islate in such a way that qualifica- | 


tion only will be the criterion for 
determining the fitness of men for 
service on the Kansas City Police 
Department, that merit alone will 
entitle a police officer to retain his 
position and to receive promotion, 
that police officers shall receive an 
adequate salary for the support of 
their wives and families. They 
shall be subject to pay no political 
tribute at all, financial or other- 
wise, to any person or organiza- 
tion, that they may fearlessly and 
fairly maintain order and law and 
afford equal protection to all, and 
no more, without the slightest fear 
or possibility of political reprisal, 
that the disgraceful conditions 
which scandalize our whole State 
may be warred against and wiped 
out. In short, that the controi of 
the Police Department shall be 
wrested from the hands of those 
who have contaminated it with 
politics, who have exacted political 
and financial tribute from it, who 
have prostituted it to achieve their 
own political ends, who have re- 
duced it to political servitude, who 
have shackled and enslaved it, who 
have rendered it so woefully im- 
potent, and who have covered it 
with scandal, you should transfer 
that control to the repository where 
it belongs—a bi-partisan board, ad- 
ministered entirely on the merit 
system, which will be answerable 
not to local politicians, but to the 
authority of the State. 

Governor’s Recommendation. 

“Therefore, to achieve these ends, 
I here and now recommend tzat 
you enact as speedily as possible 
a law abolishing the present mu- 
nicipal police system existing in 
Kansas City and creating a metro- 
politan police system in its s‘cad 
to be administered on the merit 
system entirely and without regard 
to politics—by a bi-partisan pu.ice 
board composed of four members, 
who shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, each to serve for a term of 
four years. 

“There is no legal or constitu- 
tional obstacle standing in your 
way. A valid law can constitution- 
ally be enacted.

JAPANESE OFFERS REIGH-RUMANIAN 


TRADE PAGT EASES 
BALKAN TENSION 


Signing of Long-Term 
Treaty Interpreted as 
Lessening the Danger of 
German Aggression. 


BUCHAREST, March 23 (AP).— 
Rumania and Germany concluded 
last night a “normal” trade agree- 
ment which Rumanian officials said 
preserved their country’s “political 
and economic independence.” 
Simultaneously Premier Armand 
Calinescu asserted that concentra- 
tions of troops along Rumanian 
frontiers might be dispersed within 
“10 or 15 days” and that he ex- 
pected the international situation to 
be clarified. 

As a result, much of the Balkan 
peninsula breathed more easily, for 
the negotiations of the trade treaty 
were a major factor in the “Ru- 
manian crisis” that upset Europe 
last week-end, when reports circu- 
lated that Germany had demanded 
special advantages under political 
pressure. 

Details of the treaty were with- 
held. Dr. Helmuth Wohlthat, head 
of a German trade mission, and 
Jan Dujoiu, Rumanian Minister of 
National Economy, signed the pact 
in which, Rumanians said, Germany 
was given no monopolistic economic 
concessions. 

One official commented that the 
“open door to purchasers of the 
whole world remains open.” Ne- 
gotiators said the subject of spe- 
cial German pledges to respect Ru- 
manian frontiers was not discussed. 

A few reservists still were leav- 

ing their homes for the Rumanian 
borders, but they went light-heart- 
edly and confident they would be 
marching back soon to take care of 
their spring plantings. 
Great posters, larger than the 
age of an American newspaper, 
were distributed in this capital and 
rushed to provincial centers. On 
them appeared in large type the 
Premier’s statement that the inter- 
natonal situation seemed to be 
clearing up.

Senator King (Dem.), Utah, blocked 
Senate action today on legislation 
needed to enable the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority to buy $78,600,000 
worth of private utility property. 
Senator Norris (Ind.), Nebraska, 
author of the legislation, pleaded 
with King to permit speedy con- 
sideration, but King replied that he 
would propose amendments to the 
legislation. 

The Norris amendments to the 

TVA Act came up under procedure 
requiring unanimous consent. They 
would enable the TVA to use its 
present authority to issue $100,000,- 
000 worth of bonds to pay for its 
share of properties to be acquired 
from the Commonwealth & South- 
ern Corporation and the Tennessee 
Electric Power Co.

COURT UPHOLDS NLRB 
ON HEARST AT SEATTLE 


Orders Man’s Rehiring With 
Back Pay—Wants Unfair 
Practices Halted. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 23 
(AP).—The United States Court of 
Appeals today ordered the Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer to reinstate 
Frank Lynch with back pay, and 
instructed five newspaper organi- 
zations of the Hearst interests ‘to 


cease and desist from unfair labor 
practices. 

Lynch was one of those who par- 
ticipated in a strike against the 
paper in 1936. 

The opinion was on petition of 
the National Labor Relations Board 
which sought enforcement of its 
order of Jan. 13, 1937. The order 
was an outgrowth of a strike called 
by the American Newspaper Guild. 

The Court also ordered that the 
estate of the late Philip Armstrong, 
also a striker, receive Armstrong's 
back pay. 

The companies named in the or- 
der for reinstatement were Hearst 
Publications, Inc., and King Fea- 
tures. Those listed in the cease 
and desist order, besides the Post- 
Intelligencer, were Hearst Consoli- 
dated Publications, Inc.; Hearst 
Corporations; American Newspa- 
pers, Inc., and William Randolph 
Hearst. 

While technically Lynch and 
Armstrong were not out on strike— 
since it was their discharge July 
14, 1936, that contributed to. it— 
they were active in its promotion 


during the. period Aug. 22 to Nov. 
22, while the newspaper was closed. 
In answering the respondents’ 
contention that back pay should 
not be required for the period dur- 
ing which the Post-Intelligencer 
plant was closed, the Court ruled 
this issue was “immaterial,” be- 
cause the strike which caused the 
newspaper to close was brought 
about assertedly by unfair labor 
practices. :, 


BILL TO END FEDERAL RESERVE 
AND SET UP NEW BANK FILED 


Senator Frazier Would Print Seven 
Billion Dollars in Notes as 
Revolving Fund for It. 

WASHINGTON, March 23 (AP). 


—Senator Frazier (Rep.), North 
Dakota, submitted a bill today tc 
abolish the Federal Reserve bank- 


ing system, create a Bank of the 
United States and print seven bil- 
lion dollars in notes to be used as 
a revolving fund for the new bank. 

Loans would be made by the bank 
to states and subdivisions for public 
improvements, preference being 
given where there was unemploy- 
ment, or where wages were less 
than $1 an hour for 32 hours a 
week. Loans also would be made 
to banks and to he Farm Credit 
Corporation, Home Owners Loan 
Corporation and other agencies 
where the money would be secured 
by bonds.

Mississippi River Fuel Corporation. 
That company, however, has not 
seen fit to make thaw evidence 
available to the commission. 
“Twice in these hearings, its vice- 
president and general manager has 
been queried on this point, and 
each time—despite the specifica- 
tion of this point in the original 
order—has pleaded that he was not 
prepared to go into the matter.” 

At a hearing in April, 1935, La- 
clede says, Ben C. Comfort, vice- 
president and general manager of 
Mississippi River Fuel, was asked 
to state the items of expense that 
enter into the proposal to deliver 
natural gas to St. Louis. He said 
he would not care to answer the 
question at the time, but ‘if neces- 
sary, might prepare myself” to an- 
swer. In the January, 1939, hear- 
ing, Comfort was asked the same 
question, and replied: “I would not 
be willing to discuss it unless I 
were wel] prepared. I am not pre- 
pared now.” Transcripts of testi- 
mony in these two hearings are 
cited. 

“The result,” Laclede’s brief com- 
ments, “is that the commission has 
been deprived’ of valuable and vital 
information as to the reasonable 
cost of delivering natural gas in St. 
Louis.” 

Revision Subject of Study. 

Laclede said, as to revision of its 
present rate shedule: 

“That the form of Laclede rates 
should be revised is conceded. That 
revision is now the subject of active 
study and investigation by the com- 
pany, and will result in a new 
schedule of promotional rates filed 
with the Commission, There is rea- 
son to believe that many of the de- 
sirable results said to be possible 
with natural gas may flow from 
such new schedule.” 

The gas company then argued 
that the Commission would not be 
justified in finding that it can or 
should. change its product to 
straight natural gas. It held that 
the Commission lacked the power 
to make an order for such a 
change, and added: 

“The impropriety of any finding 
that at the present time and in ex- 
isting circumstances the company 
could or should change over to 
natural gas is equally clear. This 
record shuws that the present man- 
agement of Laclede has been dili- 
gent in exploring the question and 
has made a genuine effort to deter- 
mine whether it can distribute 
straight natural gas in lieu of mixed 
gas, with benefit to the consumers, 
or without injury to itself. 

“The existing circumstances and 
the available data do not warrant 
the judgment that that can at pres- 
ent be done. The forecasts which 
indicate the contrary are obviously

One or 
two instances of 140-pound im- 
posts are recorded—not many. 

But at Aintree, the weights run 
up to 175 pounds. When you 
think that the animal carrying 
this impost must clear high and 
distance jumps 30 times and run 
four and one-half miles, you 
wonder if it’s possible for 
flesh and bone to stand the 
strain. Flat runners escape very 
lightly by comparison.

Tom Swope, veteran Cincinnati 
baseball writer, who has followed 
the Reds through many years of 
good and bad baseball, thinks 
that the club that Bill McKech- 


nie is leading this year has a - 


chance to win the 1939 National 
League pennant. Tom has been 
in the business too long to make 
an unqualified prediction to that 
effect. He knows how things can 
happen. But he doesn’t think 
the climb from eighth to fourth 
last season was a mere accidental 
flash and he thinks that with a 
little help, which reasonably can 
be expected to materialize, the 
Reds can clear the remaining 
hurdles in the path to a cham- 
pionship. 

The point, though, as Swope 
sees it, is that casual observers 
have been barking up the wrong 
tree as far as the Reds are con- 
cerned, 

“Everywhere you go, you hear 
statements that our infield col- 
lapsed at bat last year and that 
unless McKechnie can do some- 


‘thing about it, the Reds have no 


chance,” Swope explained. “So I 
took pencil and paper, did a lot 
of arithmetical research work 
and I came up with some sur- 
prising and rather convincing 


figures. 


Before and After Aug: 1. 


“T divided the 1938 season into 
two parts, before and after Aug. 
1. In the first half of the sea- 
son the Reds won 50 games and 
lost 42 for a percentage of .543, 
while in the last half the count 
was 32 won and 26 lost, or .552. 
But here’s the snapper. In the 
first phase, the infielders hit only 
.268 while after Aug. 1 they aver- 
aged .293, so it doesn’t seem that 
it was a collapse of the infield 
department’s attack that beat 
the Reds’out of the pennant. 

“In contrast, the outfielders 
batted .306 until Aug. 1 and then 
slumped to .263. The catchers hit 
348 and then slumped to .301. 
Taking the individuals, Lou 
Riggs, who has been unfairly 
castigated by many observers, hit 
227 and then batted .302 after 
Aug. 1. Frey climbed from .254 
to .284; Myers from .243 to .274 
and the only infielder who 
dropped was McCormick, who hit 
314 after Aug. 1, compared to an 
early season mark of .334. 

“Craft was the only outfielder 
who improved during the last 
part of the season, climbing from 
257 to .291. Berger dropped from 
367 to .250, Goodman from .328 
to .232 and Lombardi, the catch- 
er, from .359 to .317.”

“That’s easy,” Swope replied. 
“Johnny Vander Meer became ill 
and wasn’t effective at all dur- 
ing the last part of the season. 
And just when Lee Grissom was 
ready to help in a drive down the 
stretch he had the silly idea of 
trying to steal second on his own 
on Aug. 24, and injured his ankle 
and was lost for the rest of the 
season.” 

A team that could finish only 
fourth would need help to close 
up the gap between fourth and 
first place. Could Swope see the 
help? 

“Certainly. I don’t mean that 
we're sure to get it. But it's pos- 
sible that we will. If Grissom has 
a good year and Vander Meer en- 


joys good health all year, that’s | 
about all the help we'll need. | 
Then we'll have Bucky Walters | 
throughout the season, barring | 
accidents.

TRANSPORTATION 


These Contain Commission 
Regulation of All Car- 


riers, Including Water- 
way Lines. 


WASHINGTON, March 23 (AP). 
~The Interstate Commerce Com- 
‘mission sent .. report on transpor- 
tation to Congress yesterday pro- 
posing creation of a temporary 
agency to study emergencies fac- 
ing the railroads and reorganization 


of I. C. C. functions in order to 
expedite decisions. 

The report, signed by Commis- 
sioner Joseph Eastman and sent to 
the House Interstate Commerce 
Committee, opposed a proposal of 
Chairman Lea of the committee for 
complete reorganization of the I. C. 
C. and an increase in ite member- 
ship from 11 to 18. 

It also opposec a suggestion of 
President Roosevelt's Committee of 
Six for establishment of a new 
Federal transportation board which 
would relieve the I. C. C. of much

Proposals of Commission. 

The commission's report made 
these specific recommendations: 

1. 1, C. C, regulation of all trans- 
portation, including water carriers. 
| 2 RFC loans ef $300,000,000 to 
\railroads for equipment. 

3. Compulsory pooling of traf- 

fic and rate charges. 
| 4. Voluntary consolidations of 
\certain railroads. 
| 5. Authority for the commission 
ito delegate functions to individual] 
commissioners and to limit the 
scope of appeals in rate and finance 
cases. 
|. & Repeal of land grant statutes 
‘that cost railroads from $7,000,000 
to $10,000,000 annually. 
4, That railroads be relieved 
‘from the burden of contributing 
‘“disproportionately” to the cost of 
grade crossing elimination. 

8 That railroads be reimbursed 
|by the Government for any cost of 
facilities over navigable waters in 
‘excess of the direct benefits to the 
carriers. 

Suggestions Disapproved. 

The commission specifically dis- 
/approved these suggestions that 
‘have been incorporated in billis 
|proposed by Lea or the Committee 


‘of Six. These are: 


| 1. Greater power for the railroads 
in deciding the factors that go into 
| rate-making. 
| 2. Repeal of the long-and-short 
‘haul clause. 
| 8. Federal supervision of intra- 
state transportation charges (sug- 
igested by the Committee of Six.) 
| 4 That in reparations cases the 
lapplicant for damages be required 
‘to show that he absorbed a loss 
'without passing it on. 

5. That the Commission be re- 
lieved of all responsibility in re- 
organization cases. 


Various Ways of Relief. 

The Commission said: 

“There are only a few basic ways 
in which transportation conditions 
can be improved by Government ac- 
tion. Relief may be obtained by 
better control of competitive condi- 
tions, or by improving their finan- 
cial structures, or by loans from, 
or decrease in burdens imposed by 
the Government.” 

The Committee of Six bill “quite 
naturally,” the Commission said, 
emphasized the betterment of com- 
petitive conditions and “minimized 
efforts to increase internal carrier 
efficiency.” 


Lea's bill, it added, “tends to em- 
phasize the former but does not 
neglect the latter.” 

“For our own part,” the report 
said, “we regard as of paramount 
importance efforts to bring about a 
proper integration of carriers of all 
types and to increase the economy 
and efficiency of their operations. 

“As we stated in our last annual 
report, ‘transportation success can 
never be the product of high rates 
and restricted service.’” 

The report recalled that the Com-

|| | liquor shipments. 


This law, passed in 1937, prevented the importa- 
tion of Mqtor from other states which have laws 
discriminating against Missouri liquor manufactur- 
| ors. It was a retaliatory measure, a kind of spite 
wall. And although it passed a Supreme Court 
test. the Governor saw that, in acting as a hindrance 
| to the free flow of commerce among the states, the 
law was a vicious one. 

Its repeal means that Missouri, acting on the 
highest ground, is endeavoring to set an example 
‘to other states. It is inviting other states to 
‘repeal their discriminatory laws. Missouri is tak- 
‘ing leadership to combat, both by words and by 
deed, a movement which violates the principle of 
free trade among the states. 
| This movement is growing by leaps and bounds. 
Far from being confined to liquor shipments, it 
| extends to many other products and operates by 
numerous methods. In his Washington speech, Gov. 
Stark quoted the following excerpt from an edi- 
torial in Fortune: 

United States democratic economy presumes 
free trade between the states, but this principle 
fundamental to prosperity, is now being violated: 
protectionism turning inward, has been invoked 
by state against state, industry against in- 


dustry. 
A careful student of protectionism in interna- 


tional trade here portrays its disastrous effects 
upon domestic trade, with special reference to 
milk, liquor and the fantastic war between but- 
ter and oleomargarine. 
Many states favor their own citizens and home 
corporations in the expenditure of public funds; 
| corporations from other states are penalized by 
| higher entry fees and license taxes; 15 states have 
| adopted use taxes which act to obstruct interstate 
| commerce; restrictive ports-of-entry laws impede the 
| movement of farm crops and manufactured prod- 
| ucts; these, in addition to the discriminatory liquor 
‘laws, are some of the ways in which the world’s 
‘largest free trade area is being criscrossed with im- 
| pediments.

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A FINE ENDOWMENT. 

An endowment of great potential significance has 
been given to Northwestern University.

And 
the purpose of his gift, to establish an Institute 
of Technology, is in keeping with the best interests

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A CURB ON REORGANIZATION FAILS. 

A start on effective reorganization of Federal 
agencies was virtually assured by yesterday's suc- 
cessful fight to knock out a hamstringing Senate 
amendment, followed by the upper house’s passage 
of the bill by a vote of 63 to 23. It was by a margin 
of only two votes that the Wheeler amendment, 
adopted late Tuesday, was defeated on a motion 
to reconsider. | 

The pretext for the amendment was specious in 
the extreme. According to the outcries of Senator 
| Wheeler, the House-approved measure was a nega- 
tion of democracy, in its provision for making the 
President's reorganization moves automatically ef- 
fective within 60 days unless vetoed by a simple 
majority in Congress. He proposed a requirement 
of specific approval by Congress for each order be- 
fore it could take effect. 

It was obvious that such an arrangement would 
make the long-needed steps toward reorganization 
virtually impossible. The pressure of job-holders 
and job-hunters upon Congress, the possibilities of 
obstruction, would have made an affirmative vote 
a rarity. And the power of veto would surely give 
Congress sufficient control over the President's ac- 
tions. The issue in the Senate became not so much 
one of reorganization as of partisanship, with anti- 
administration Senators of both parties lined up 
with virtual unanimity for the amendment. 

As it is, the bill is a compromise, far weaker than 
the one that failed to pass last year, But with 
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A COMMITTEE OF KILLERS. 

The House Judiciary Committee did an evil night's 
work at Jefferson City Tuesday night, under the 
leadership of its chairman, Representative Lauf. 

It voted to report adversely the Lowry Dill, an 
action equivalent to the defeat of the Dill. 

It voted to report adversely the bill giving the 
courts discretion in the matter of granting sever- 
ances. , 

It killed the bill empowering the Attorney-General 
to institute suits in behalf of counties for the col- 
lection of money due as shown by audits. 

The purpose of those measures was to reform the 
criminal code, to make the going much tougher 
for the professional criminal, to crack the profit- 
able partnership between politics and the under- 
world, to give justice an approximately 50-650 chance 
with the gangster, and to cut deep into the prac- 
tice of unscrupulous lawyers. 

The bills in question have long had the approval 
of the legal profession and the support of public 
opinion. .The Lowry bill, for instance, would re- 
quire Prosecuting Attorneys to file with the courts 
their reasons for dismissal of criminal cases with- 
out trial. If such a bill were made a law, no 
Prosecuting Attorney like W. W. Graves of Kan- 
sas City could turn loose a gangster like Charles 
Gargotta. Again, the abuse of the severance priv- 
ilege and its distortion into an ally of the criminal 
and his lawyer constitute an outrage which the 
people of Missouri have repeatedly denounced. The 
bill to enable the Attorney-General to bring ac- 
tion for money due counties would be bad news 
for the rural grafters and hangers-on of the notori- 
ous county courthouse rings. But the Judiciary 
Committee has stopped reform in its tracks—a 
trade in which its chairman, H. P. Lauf is experi- 
enced and skillful. Lauf is one of Jefferson City’s 
legislative biennials. He will be remembered as 
a member of Judge Nike Sevier’s plum-tree pets 
that battened on the impounded funds of the fire 
insurance policyholders. For him and his kind to 
be members of the Legislature is to install mis- 
representative misgovernment on the grave of rep- 
resentative government. 

Lauf and his kind have killed criminal code re- 
form a good many times, but reform refuses to stay 
dead. It will be back in Jefferson City again and 
again and again until it wins. They can’t laugh it 
off, or Lauf it off.

craves so simple a thing as a few eggs to eat. 

It was for people like Mrs. Brearley that the 
people of Missouri passed the old age pension amend- 
ment, and it is for those like her that millions of 
dollars are being collected, to which equal millions 
are being added by the Federal Government. But 
this fine humanitarian movement has been converted 
into a ghoulish political racket to manufacture votes 
and to line the pockets of thousands of persons 
who do not need the money.

E have been endeavoring since the 
W vessace of the Trade Agreements Act 

of 1934 to improve our domestic eco- 
nomic situation, as well as the interna- 
tional situation, which has fallen into such 
a state of extreme chaos, by the removal 
of the excessive artificial barriers to a 
freer flow of trade and commerce. This 
is the only effective means of lifting and 
maintaining standards of living and the 
general happiness, peace and welfare of 
peoples and nations. 
The welfare of our own people can be 
circumscribed not only by international 
trade barriers, but by barriers erected by 
our several states which go to make up 
our union of quasi-independent sovereign 
states. The lifting of international trade 
barriers cannot, therefore, have its full 
force and effect if similar barriers are 
erected within our own country—whether 
for the protection of industry within the 
state or for other reasons not consonant 
with the welfare of our people as a whole. 
This was thoroughly realized by those 
great statesmen who participated in the 
deliberations of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion and by whose far-seeing wisdom that 
monumental document—the Sonstitution of 
the United States—was drafted. 
Prior to the adoption of the Constitution 


‘each of our states had complete authority 


in matters of trade ‘and commerce—au- 
thority comparable for the most part to 
that of independent nations of the present 
day. The danger of continuing such au- 
thority under a union of our states was rec- 
ognized as inconsistent with a Federal 
Union designed to promote the peace and 
welfare of the people and country as a 
whole under a Federal charter.

There was a realization that unless con- 
trol of the interchange of commodities, 
etc., was placed in some central author- 
ity, states which import and export through 
other states might be subjected to contribu- 
tions levied on them by the latter; that 
were the independent states left at liberty 
to regulate the trade between state and 
state, ways would be found to load ar- 
ticles of import and export during the pas- 
sage through their jurisdiction with duties 
upon the producers of exports and the con- 
sumers of imports, to the great disadvan- 
tage of all concerned. 

That such a situation would result was 
assured by past experience and by a com- 
mon knowledge of human affairs, and it 
was foreseen that there would thereby be 
nourished unceasing animosities and serious 
interruptions of the public tranquillity. 
Madison, in commenting upon the commerce 
Clause of the Constitution, said: 

“To those who do not view the question 
through the medium of passion or of in- 
terest, the desire of the commercial states 
to collect, in any form, an indirect revenue 
from their uncommercial neighbors, must 
appear not less impolitic than it is unfair; 
since it would stimulate the injured party, 
by resentment as well as interest, to re- 
sort to less convenient channels for their 
foreign trade. 

“But the mild voice of reason, plead- 
ing the cause of an enlarged and per- 
manent interest, is but too often drowned 
before public bodies as well as individuals

welfare, peace, happiness and prosperity 
of our people as a whole, as are barriers 
to a freer exchange of commodities in the 
international sphere, . 
This subject has recently been discussed 
by the Assembly of the Council of State Gov- 
ernments, and in my jydgment is one wor- 
thy of further mature and deliberate con- 
sideration by all thoughtful people who 
have at heart the improvement of our gen- 
eral economic situation and a full realiza- 
tion of the homogeneous nature of the 
peoples composing our United States. 


TO LIGHTEN THE POSTAL DEFICIT. 
From the Philadelphia Inquirer. 

HE postoffice supply bill, as passed by 

the Senate, contains a provision that Mr. 
Farley can heartily approve. It prohibits 
“bulk mailing” of printed matter by the de- 
partments under Government frank. This 
will not interfere with necessary free mail- 
ing, but will cut down lists which now in- 
volve routine posting of tons of documents, 
most of them destined to find their way to 
wastebaskets, 

Every newspaper and business firm is fa- 
miliar with the flood of unasked and un- 
wanted reports and booklets that clutter up 
the morning mail, products of the Govern- 
ment printing presses. The postoffice now 
handles an amount of official matter each 
year that, if paid for at regular rates, would 
bear $35,000,000 in postage. 

Senator O’Mahoney estimates that this 
amendment will bring an annual saving of 
$15,000,000. The gain will not be entirely 
financial, since a considerable proportion of 
the franked material is tinged with political 
and social propaganda that is out of place 
in Government publications paid for by all 
the people.

Czecho-Solvakia had reached an

This was all in harmony with the 
appeasement program of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, and may have been par- 
tially responsible for the happy Oop- 
timism that pervaded certain sec- 
tions of Wall street just before the 
Nazi Government broke loose again. 

Under the trade treaty with the 
United States the British Govern- 
ment*cannot give any concessions to 
Germany in the Empire market 
that she does not give to us, but 
had this agreement gone into effect 
the Germans might very well have 
developed their trade in Brazil, for 
instance, in agreement with Britain 
and with British financial aid. 

The real dilemma of the Cham- 
berlain Government is that it is to 
a very large extent dominated by 
British financial and industrial in- 
terests, and that these interests are 
suffering from a certain myopia, 
which makes it difficult for them to 
see clearly the exact state of affairs 
in the world, : 

The German financial and indus- 
trial interests afe a complete in- 
strument of the Nazi national pol- 
icy and completely under the con- 
trol of that policy. . 

The result of last week’s political

It is, indeed, somewhat difficult 
to understand why the British gnd 
French Governments should have 
been so suddenly appalled at what 
is happening in Central Europe. 
After all, it was obvious, and it 
was indeed agreed upon, that Mu- 
nich meant for Germany a free 
hand in the East, and there is noth- 
ing whatever néw about the Nazi 
method of using that free hand, 

I am inclined to think that what 
has really horrified the British is 
the realization that Mr. Hitler is 
not striking directly east at Rus- 
sia but is_ striking southeast 
through Rumania, toward the Black 
Sea and the Dardanelles, where he 
can meet Mussolini's navy. His 
route is maybe east—but east to- 
ward Iraq, Arabia and India. 

This column has always been in 
favor of the United States having 
a very active foreign policy, in the 
complete conviction that it will be 
impossible for us in the long run 
to isolate ourselves from the Euro- 
pean situation. 

But I do not believe that the 
United States should give its sup- 
port for nothing or tag along after 
other countries, but rather make it 
clear that if it is in this game _it 
wishes to be consulted at every 
step of the game and not be re- 
garded as the rich uncle who pays 
the others’ gambling debts.

Wheeler Opposes Warning to 
Germany — Warburg Says 
War Would Involve America. 


NEW YORK, March 23 (AP).— 
United States Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana and John Foster 
Dulles, veteran member of Ameri- 
can missions abroad, joined in an 
Economic Club debate last night 
in opposing a proposal that United 
States promise support to England 
and France in event of war. 

James P. Warburg, banker, third 
participant in the debate, was him- 
self the sole defender of foreign 
policy that would include a formal 
warning to Germany and Italy 
“that if they threaten Britain and 
France they threaten us” and a 
pledge of support to the latter na- 
tions. 

Wheeler contended a World War 
and a dictatorship in the United 
States would be inevitable if such 
a promise were made, but Warburg 
held that the promise, coupled with 
a program of rearmament, would 
be the most effective method of 
preserving peace. 

Will Vote Against War. 

“As long as I am in the Senate 
I will vote to keep us out of war,” 
said Wheeler. “Much as I deplore 
what Hitler and Mussolini have 
done, I’m far more interested in 
seeing our liberty preserved.” 

Wheeler took issue with War- 
burg’s contention that a stringent 
neutrality policy would mean 
“bankruptcy” to various sections 
of the country and that the loss 
of foreign trade would mean de- 
pression and a dictatorship. 

Declaring many of the indus- 
tries named by Warburg “already 
were bankrupt,” Wheeler said “I 
am not so worried about the loss 
of foreign trade as about the build- 
ing up of temporary exports in mu- 
nitions.” 

Warburg, who once was a Roose- 
velt administration adviser said 
that American “long range” policy 
should be toward world disarma- 
ment and rehabilitation of trade, 
but that in the meantime rearma- 
ment should be a first concern. 

The nature of American support 
to the old allies, he averred, “would 
have to be defined in accordance 
with circumstances and need not 
necessarily involve sending troops 
to Europe.”

DEL RIO, Tex., March 23 (AP). 
Dr. John R. Brinkley testified to- 
day his gross income dropped from 
around $1,100,000 in 1937 to about 
$810,000 in 1938 after publication of 
an article written by Dr. Morris 
Fishbein. editor of the American 
Medical Association's Journal. 

The specialist, who testified he 
performed about 5000 goat giand 
operations before he abandoned tae 
use of animal glands in his sex re- 
juvenation medical treatments in 
1933, was called as the first witness 
by the defense in his $250,090 libel 
suit against Dr. Fishbein. 

He began his testimony after a 
motion by Dr. Fishbein’s attorneys 
to dismiss the case on a techniczl- 
ity was overruled by United States 
District Judge R. L. McMillan. 

On direct testimony, Dr. Brinkley 
testified, “as far as I know, I am 
the man who originated the goat 
gland operation.” He said he per- 
formed the first operation at Mil- 
ford, Kan., in 1917. 

He said before he began to ad- 
vertise his operations recommend- 
ing the implantation of goat, sheep 
and monkey glands in men, he was 
a member of the American Medical 
Association. Subsequently he built 
a hospital at Del Rio, Tex., and 
moved from Kansas. He now cp- 
erates two hospitals at Little Rock, 
Ark. 

He said he formerly took the 
glands of a three-week-old goat and 
implanted them in men, but since 
1933 a commercial glandular prep- 
aration had been placed on the 
market and that he purchased it

“Do you know, I have to read John Dewey's writings three times be- 

fore I ean figure out what he is trying to say,” this eminent educator 


admitted. 


Which means what? You should be able to give the answer! As 
Byron is reputed to have said, “Easy writing’s damned hard reading.” 
If you simply dash off your jumbled ideas, it may not take long to write 
them down, but they may be like Greek to your readers. Hard writing, 


conversely, may spell easy reading. 


Robert Louls Stevenson wrote and 


re-wrote his famous “Treasure Island” seven times before he was satis- 
fied. And it is one of the outstanding examples of literary style and 


simplicity of expression.

SOMEBODY MUST DO the hard work in the typical writer-reader 
situation. If the author is lazy, then the reader must stumble along in a 
blind maze of words. If the reading is simple and easy, it means the 
author worked hard at his end of the process. 

When the young poet Racine sought the literary advice and criti- 
cism of Boileau, he concluded his letter by saying, “I ought to tell you 


I write with great facility.” 


To which Boileau tersely replied, “I hope to teach you to write with 


great difficulty.” 


“I am by calling a dealer in words,” said Rudyard Kipling in a 
speech before the Royal College of Surgeons, “and words are, of course, 
the most powerful drug used by mankind.”

to compound his materials in a scientific and precise fashion so the 
consumer will have no difficulty in swallowing them. Too many authors 
and college professors, as well as lecturers, are lazy and muddled in 
their own thinking. So they write stuff that is relatively unintelligible, 
or they put us to sleep with their sermons and lectures. 

A sleeping audience is an indictment of the speaker. And a mud- 
died reader should likewise be regarded as a sign of faulty literary com- 
position on the part of the author.

Declarer was correct in his 4as- 
sumption that the heart suit could 
not be established with only a sin- 
gleton in dummy, but he should 
have counted that it would be fatal 
to surrender a spade trick volun- 
tarily. With very good breaks 
throughout the hand it would not 
be necessary to establish the eén- 
tire heart suit. Two heart tricks 
would suffice. Thus, after winning 
with the club ace, declarer should 
lead a diamond to dummy and re- 
turn a heart. Hast would duck and 
the king would hold. Then declarer 
should knock out the ace by lead- 
ing the queen. East would win and 
return a club. West would cash bis 
long club and then probably re- 
turn a diamond. Dummy’s remain- 
ing diamond honor would win and 
now the spade finesse would be 
taken. As it happens it would suc- 
ceed and declarer would find him- 
self with two spade tricks, two 
hearts, four diamonds, and one 
club. 

Admittedly this plan would have 
been favored by splendid breaks, in- 
cluding the drop of the diamond 
jack, the nonexistence of a five 
card club suit, and the successful 
finesse of the spade king, but since 
it was the only legitimate means. 
of making nine tricks it should 
have been followed.

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SURE SIGNS OF SWEE 


Botanists Say Plant Blooms Are Late. 


By Clarissa Start 


N spite of discouraging reports 

from botanists, biologists, me- 

teorologists, and old-timers who 
can remember snow flakes on 
Arbor day, spring has come to St. 
Louis. The city dweller, who 
usually can’t tell dogwood from 
bougainvillea, doesn’t care a whit 
about authentic signs. It’s enough 
to him that a few warm days have 
crept into the March interlude, a 
month described by someone as 


“raw as beefsteak and soggy as a 
week-old popover,” that birds are 
twittering outside the dinette win- 
dow, and he has seen some green 
shoots on some unidentifiable 
bushes, which he lumps under the 
general heading of “lilacs.” 

As if seeking to lay a carefully 
moistened blanket over the ver- 
dant spirits of man, Dr. Edgar 
Anderson, of Washington Univer- 
sity and Shaw’s Garden, announced 
last Monday that the silver maple 
blooms are three weeks late, the 
daffodils reluctant to blossom, and 
such plants as the forsythia, blood 
root, cornelian cherry, and that 
interesting sounding one, the tooth- 
wort, were as far behind schedule 
as the Pumpkin Pass-Frogville ex- 
press. 

Corroborating these none too san- 
guine observations, Dr. George T, 
Moore, director of Shaw’s Garden, 
added that, “Daffodils are coming 
up a little faster now.” 

“However,” he added, in a cheer- 
less tone, “we can have frost up 
to the middle of May. We had an 
ice storm on the 22nd of May with 
everything in full leaf, so no one 
cares to prophesy very much.” We 
can see his point there. 

Reports from the Zoo were more 
encouraging. The animals are frisk- 
ing about merrily, they say, and 
on warmer days are let out of 
doors to absorb vitamins. The 
ducks and geese and a pair of 
black swans are nesting, and among 
blessed events recorded is a baby 
mountain sheep.

Small Children 
Need Help in 
Tasks They Do 


Sustained Effort Is Hard as 
They Are Just Learning 
Co-ordination. 


By Angelo Patri 


ITTLE children 2 years old can- 
L not, as a usual thing, feed them- 

selves throughout a meal. They 
can do some of it, and they can do 
more of it, if they get a little help. 
Begin the meal by feeding the first 
spoonful, maybe two; then give the 
child the spoon gnd let him feed 
himself a couple of spoonfuls. Then 
take your spoon again. 

I find that it is better to have 
two spoons for this process. The 
child has the short one with the 
looped handle, the adult the usual 
teaspoon. Each can manage his 
own spoon more cleverly than he 
can the other's, and that reduces 
fatigue which is what we want to 
do, for the child especially. When 
the last few spoonfuls are reached, 
let the child finish by himself so 
that he feels he accomplished 
something. Don’t forget to praise 
him for his part in the ceremony. 

The same thing holds when toys 
have to be put away. The child 
is tired; play takes a lot out of 
him, so that putting away toys be- 
comes a task. The job is not as 
easy for him as for the adult, re- 
member. The child has yet to ad- 
just his muscles and control them, 
while he does the work. The adult 
does it without thinking about it 
at all. 

In order to lighten the task guard 
against having too many things out 
at one time. Consider the kinds of 
toys that are in use. Don't have 
three or four kinds of blocks out at 
once, unless the child ig over the 
stage of infancy, 8 to 10. Run- 
abouts canhot manage too many 
pieces. Thinking about them, see- 
ing them around, wearies and con- 
fuses him.

Teach the lit- 
tle one to assume this task grad- 
ually, and even when he can, with 
great effort, accomplish the whole 
job, help him. The effort wearies
